County Agricultural Development 
Council for six more improvement 
grants will be made available beginning 
Monday, July 23.

New this funding cycle is the stipu- 
lation that these grants will only be made 
available to those persons who can docu- 
ment dependency on income derived 
from tobacco by supplying one of the 
following: a current marketing contract, 
a copy of a Phase II Transition check/ 
contract or a copy of a lump sum buyout 
contract/check. Sons and daughters of 
farmers with proof of dependence on 
tobacco income are eligible to apply as 
well — as long as they have a separate 
Farm Serial Number and show proof of 
their parent’s dependency. 

Farmers will rank one through six the 
programs that they are most interested 
in receiving. Due to limited funds, ap-

THE PEDDLER LEGEND. 
Part I: Introduction. Morgan 
County’s only hanging - of Will- 
iam H. Brown for the murder of 
an Irish peddler - became the 
stuff of legend. Unfortunately the 
facts had become all but lost 
when I set out in the early 1980s 
to try to reclaim them. 

My investigation uncovered a 
surprising amount of material: 
folktales (which my father, the 
late J. Wendell Nickell, helped me 
collect county wide), a lost ballad, 
court documents and a rare “gal- 
lows pamphlet” that was prob- 
ably sold a the hanging. It con- 
tained the murder’s apparently 
ghost-written “confession” and a 
copy of his lawyer’s address to 
the jury. 

I originally published my 
lengthy findings in a two-part ar- 
ticle in The Licking Valley Cou- 
rier, Dec. 8 and 15, 1983. Subse- 
quently, I republished it as a 
booklet, The Peddler Legend , in 
1988. (It is still available for $5 
postpaid from me at Nickell Ge- 
nealogical Books, 69 Sunshine 
Dr., Amherst, N.Y. 14228.) 

“Part II: The Murder” will set 
forth both the folklore and facts 
concerning the peddler, providing 
what is known of his identity and 
the details of his ambush-murder 
at what became known as 
Peddler’s Gap. 

“Part III: The Arrest” will re- 
late how the peddler’s body was 
found and how the investigation 
proceeded, culminating in the ap- 
prehension and jailing of the al- 
leged killer, along with his brief 
escape. 

“Part IV: The Trial” will ex- 
plain the evidence presented 
against the defendant, the defense 
attorney’s attempt to rebut the 
evidence, the jury’s verdict and 
the judge’s gruesome sentence. 

“Part V: The Execution” will 
detail how the prisoner was sub- 
sequently transported to the place 
of execution - Gallows Hollow - 
and hanged, his body then hav- 
ing been taken and buried by his 
family. 

Finally, “Part VI: The Epi- 
logue” closed out the case with 
some interesting sidelights on the 





legend.

Kentucky , published in Evans- 
ville, Ind., in 1879); my cousin 
John May, who made reproduc- 
tions of almost-illegible old court 
records for my study; and Mary 
K. (Mrs. Robert) Cox, daughter 
of Buck Williams, and Wilma 
Jean (Mrs. Frank) Day, both of 
whom were instrumental in lead- 
ing me to the original pamphlet 
containing Brown’s “confession” 
- Connie Cottle Carpenter hav- 
ing come across a copy in the 
University of Kentucky’s Special 
Collections Library years ago. 
Still others who helped were staff 
members of the county clerk’s 
office and several of my col- 
leagues at the University of Ken- 
tucky English Department, espe- 
cially professors Tom Adler, 
Gerry Alvey, A1 Crabb, Ken 
Davis and Jim Leary.

plications will be ranked to fund 
the most farmers possible. If ap- 
plicants have received funds for 
fencing or hay storage within the 
last 18 months, they will not be 
eligible again for these programs, 
but are eligible for the other pro- 
grams offered. There is a $15,000 
lifetime limit per program area. 

Grant amounts for each pro- 
gram will vary, but still must be 
matched dollar for dollar on a 
cost share basis. For example, if 
you are approved for $1,000 in 
funding, you must spend $2,000 
with documented receipts to be 
reimbursed $1,000. All projects 
must fall within the state guide- 
lines adopted by the Morgan 
County Agricultural Develop- 
ment Council as outlined in the 
application packet. 

Applications can be found at 
the Morgan County Extension 
Office (110 Court Street), the 
Morgan County Judge 
Executive’s Office (450 
Prestonsburg Street), and farm 
stores beginning July 23. All 
grants must be postmarked by 
August 10 and mailed to the 
County Judge’s office 450 
Prestonsburg Street, West Lib- 
erty, Ky. 41472. Applications 
must be fully completed and a 
farm serial number must be sup- 
plied. Hand delivered applica- 
tions will not be accepted. Deliv- 
ery confirmation is high encour- 
aged. 

Mandatory educational meet- 
ings will be offered by the Ex- 
tension Service. The dates of 
these meetings will be announced 
in the approval letter. The Coun- 
cil will meet monthly September 
through December on the second 
Monday to approve receipts. 
Payment from the Morgan 
County Fiscal Court which is 
serving as the administering 
agency, will be made within 
thirty days of notification from 
the Council. Receipts must sub- 
mitted by December 7, 2007, for 
reimbursement. Reimbursement 
will not be made until all required 
report forms are completed. All 
grants are considered income and 
an IRS form 1099 will be issued 
by January 31, 2008. Receipts 
will be accepted from January 1 
of this year.

building’s plumbing must be in- 
spected, however.” 

Gold said these tasks should 
not affect the school year’s 
scheduled start. 

“We will continue planning to 
start school on Aug. 9, as origi- 
nally anticipated,” Gold said. 
“Much progress has been made 
on Morgan Central in recent 
weeks. The bleachers should ar- 
rive in the next two weeks, and 
the paving is done. We are cur- 
rently moving furniture into the 
building.” 

In other business, board mem- 
bers decided not to re-name West 
Liberty Elementary School, 
which houses West Liberty and 
Wrigley students who will even- 
tually attend a yet-to-be-con- 
structed consolidated elementary 
school north of town. 

“Some names have been sub- 
mitted to the board,” Gold said. 
“We decided not to use them be- 
cause we didn’t think they would 
be good for the current school or 
the new one that will be built. 
Names are still being taken, but 
the board will make a decision 
at a later date.” 

The board also considered 
making podcasts of meetings 
available to the public through its 
website. 

“We are currently exploring 
this possibility,” Gold said. 
“Eventually we may tape our 
meetings and make them 
downloadable on our website. 
We don’t have a timeline, but 
several other boards are doing 
this.” 

Board members approved 
four salary schedule revisions, 
including the following posi- 
tions, actions and designated 
days beyond the regular school 
year: 

• Established stipend for di- 
rector of assessment for elemen- 
tary education.

“We have not had counselors 
in our elementary schools in ap- 
proximately 10 years,” Gold said. 
“The new counselor will work at 
WLES and Morgan Central this 
school year, but we are consid- 
ering expanding this service to all 
elementary schools eventually.” 

Members also amended a sal- 
ary schedule revision during a 
special meeting the previous 
week to include a stipend for an 
assistant superintedent position, 
and voted to extend Gold’s con- 
tract through the 2008-2009 
school year. 

No action was taken when 
board members entered into ex- 
ecutive session to discuss land 
acquisition for the second con- 
solidated elementary school 
north of town.

Security 

Getting A New Last 
Name? Get A New Card! 

June is the traditional month 
for weddings. And many women 
who get married - in June or any- 
time during the year - change 
their names along with their mari- 
tal statuses. Whether brides take 
the name of a husband or opt for 
hyphenation, there is something 
more important they should do 
soon after the honeymoon. 

People who change their 
names should make sure they 
notify Social Security of the new 
name. 



This does not just apply to 
women who are getting married. 
It could also apply to a woman 
who officially changes her name 
following a divorce. And for that 
matter, it applies to anyone, man 
or woman, who changes his or 
her name for any reason. 

The bottom line is that people 
should make sure that the name 
their employer is using to report 
earnings to the Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS) and Social Security 
exactly matches the name in their 
Social Security records. If you 
have changed your name, the way 
to do that is to get a new Social 
Security card with the correct 
name, since the information on 
your most recent card is always 
the same as the information is 
Social Security’s records. 

There are several reasons to 
report the change. First, IRS and

Social Security match computer 
records. If the name and Social 
Security number you report on 
your tax return do not match the 
name and Social Security num- 
ber in our records, it could delay 
the processing of your return as 
well as any tax refund you might 
be due. 

The second reason it is impor- 
tant to make sure your Social Se- 
curity records are up-to-date is 
because your potential Social Se- 
curity benefits are based almost 
entirely on the earnings record we 
maintain for you. If your em- 
ployer reports earnings to the 
government under your new 
name, and your Social Security 
record still shows your old name, 
those earnings will likely not get 
credited to your Social Security 
earnings record. And missing 
earnings translate to lower Social 
Security benefits. 

To change your name in So- 
cial Security’s records, you need 
to apply for a new Social Secu- 
rity card. To make the application 
process faster and easier, just go 
to www.socialsecurity.gov/ 
ssnumber/ and print out the form 
for a Social Security number, 
“Application Form SS-5.” 

Just complete the one-page 
form and bring it to your local 
Social Security office with either 
your marriage certificate showing 
your old and new names or two 
documents - one with your 
former name and one with your 
married name. All documents 
must be originals or certified cop- 
ies and must have information 
that clearly identifies you, like 
your date and place of birth. The 
application form lists other docu- 
ments Social Security accepts. If 
you do not have Internet access, 
you can call us at 1-800-772-1213 
or visit your local Social Security 
office.

Cougars will play six 
home games this season 



Schedule includes games against Clay 
County, Prestonsburg and Fairview

Every first year coach wants 
to get off to a good start, and 
more often than not, that requires 
a favorable schedule. While Mor- 
gan County does play some qual- 
ity teams in 2007, the overall 
schedule should play to its ad- 
vantage. The Cougars’ opponents 
had a combined record of 46-61 
last season, with only three 
(Prestonsburg, Bath County and 
Clay County) posting a winning 
record. 

Rowan County is one of the 
teams that finished below the 
.500 mark. After beating the Cou- 
gars in the season opener, the 
Vikings lost eight of their last 
nine, including seven by double 
figures. But Cougar Coach Jeff 
Norman figures Rowan to be 
much improved this time around. 

“Rowan will be a tough game 
to open with,” Norman said. 
“They” re loaded up front with 
big, physical players. I coached 
many of those guys when I was 
in Morehead. Rowan will be 
solid down in the trenches.” 

The Cougars will play Powell 



County in West Liberty on Au- 
gust 3 1 . Morgan beat the Pirates 
by 59 points last year in Stanton. 
The Cougars sho have little 
trouble doing the same this sea- 
son. Jeff Norman’s team will 
then play one of only four road 
games on this year’s card at 
Magoffin County before return- 
ing home for three straight home 
games against Prestonsburg, 
Fairview (Sorghum Bowl) and a 
much improved Bath County 
team. After years of struggle, the 
Wildcats won seven games in 
2006, including a convincing 32- 
18 win over the Cougars. 

“Bath County is not the door- 
mat of Eastern Kentucky football 
anymore,” Norman said. 
“They’ve completely turned 
their program around and I ex- 
pect it to continue.” 



After losing to West Carter by 
a touchdown last season in West 
Liberty, the Cougars hope to re- 
turn the favor on October 12.

games” certainly holds some 
truth. But what about the Cougar 
offense? Does the new coach 
have the player to get the ball 
downfield and put points on the 
scoreboard? 

“We’re going to be a running 
football team,” Norman said in 
describing his offense. “We’ll 
line up in the wishbone and look 
to run people over. That’s the 
game plan and we do it until 
someone proves they can stop us. 
Then if that’s the case, we’ll 
spread the field and throw.” 

Last season, Brandon Ward 
got valuable experience in the 
backfield and proved he could 
carry the football.

“Brandon is going to do a 
good job for this team,” Norman 
said.

Morgan County hosts six 
games at Herdman Field this sea- 
son. Between August 31 and Oc- 
tober 7, the Cougars will play 
away from West Liberty just once 
(September 14 a Magoffin).

Jeff Norman is a self-de- 
scribed “old-fashion” football 
coach. There’s nothing fancy 
about him. It’s as simple as out- 
working the competition and ex- 
ecuting a game plan. 

“I told our kids Tuesday night 
that I wanted them to quit wor- 
rying about wins and losses be- 
cause we are going to win foot- 
ball games,” Norman said. “I’m 
tickled to death with our prac- 
tices. We’ve played exception- 
ally hard already and I couldn’t 
be happier.” 

Norman has made it known 
that nobody will work harder on 
defense than Morgan County. 
The coach will play an “old 
Oklahoma” style — a 5-2 de- 
fense with three interior linemen, 
two defensive ends and a pair of 
linebackers. 



“We will attack and attack 
some more,” Norman said. “Our 
linemen will read the helmets, 
fight pressure and get into the 
backfield. It’s all about high pur- 
suit and sending 11 men to the 
football.” 



Norman describes linebackers 
as the “meanest, toughest guys 
on the field.” He says while one 



linebacker position is still up for 
grabs, the other has already been 
taken. 

“Clay Adkins will definitely 
start at linebacker,” Norman said. 
“He’s a great team leader and a 
standout football player in every 
sense of the word. If we had 10 
more of him, we’d win a state 
championship.” 

Adkins was the first player 
Norman met when he arrived in 
West Liberty. The coach says 
Adkins’ work ethic and attitude 
sets the standard in practice. 

“He’s a big reason these kids 
are working so hard,” Norman 
said in describing Adkins. “He 
goes at it hard every day. He 
loves to play and is willing to do 
what it takes to win.” 

The coach expects aggressive 
play on the defensive line from 
Nathan Cantrell, Justin Leach, 
Ryan Flannery and his son, 
Dillon Norman. Adkins will be 
joined in the secondary by Josh 
Blevins, Kyle Havens and 
Geordan Conn. Norman likes 
Conn’s versatility and expects to 
play him at multiple positions. 

If it sounds like Norman is an 
optimistic coach, you’re right. 
Fact is, there’s not a negative 
bone in his body. He expects to 
win every game and instills that 
same confidence in his players. 
It’s been said that believing is 
half the battle. Believe me, 
Norman mastered that concept a 
long time ago.

can play the position, but 
Norman prefers to have him 
carry the ball. 



“Kyle is going to surprise a lot 
of people,” Norman said. “He’s 
a good athlete and has plenty of 
talent. Even if we do use him as 
quarterback, he’ll be running as 
much as he throws.” 



Another option at quarterback 
is Jared Curd. Norman likes his 
arm strength, but is hesitant to put 
the responsibility of the position 
on a freshman. 



“You really have to careful 
about throwing a freshman in as 
quarterback,” Norman said. “You 
hate to force that much on a 
young player. But at the same 
time, I do believe he’s the quar- 
terback of the future for this pro- 
gram. And we’re going to go with 
the player that gives us the best 
chance to win.” 

The coach says Clay Adkins 
should also give the team some 
help in the backfield. Adkins has 
shown great interest in being a 
running back. The coach believes 
the move could be a good one 
considering Adkins’s outstanding 
blocking abilities. 

Of course, moving the foot- 
ball takes good play from the 
guys up front. Norman says he 
has the makings of an outstand- 
ing offense line. 

“If everybody plays, we’re 
going have a good line,” said the 
first-year Cougar coach. 
“Granted, we will be young, so I 
don’t know how strong we’ll be. 
But, we do have good foot speed 
and we’ll rely on that until we can 
get our guys bulked up.” 



Although the Kentucky Wild- 
cats will open teir football sea- 
son with games against Eastern 
Kentucky and Kent State, no 
game is receiving more fan at- 
tention than the September 15 
matchup with Louisville at Com- 
monwealth Stadium. And after 
weeks of speculation of whether 
or not the game would be avail- 
able on live television, the Uni- 
versity announced this week that 
both ESPN Classic and the Big 
Blue Sports Network will carry 
the game with a 7:30 p.m. kick- 
off. 

WKYT-TV in Lexington and 
WHAS in Louisville will both 
have the broadcast, which is the 
most anticipated matchup on 
UK’s schedule. It marks the sixth 
consecutive season that the game 
will be shown on an ESPN af- 
filiate. The Cats and Cardinals 
have played 10 of their 14 games 
on live national or regional tele- 
vision since 1994. 

The Louisville game provides 
a golden opportunity for the 
Wildcats to show that they be- 
long with the “big boys” of col- 
lege football. The Cardinals have 
dominated the recent series, in- 
cluding last season’s 59-28 blow- 
out in the River City. Had it not 
been for Louisville’s slipup last 
season against Rutgers, the Cards 
would have no doubt played for 
a national championship. 

However, the prevailing atti- 
tude around Lexington is that 
Kentucky has a real shot at a big 
upset. The Cats’ convincing win 
over Clemson in the Music City 
Bowl has done nothing but fuel 
the team’s confidence. Louisville 
will again be ranked among the 
nation’s elite and beating the 
Cardinals could go a long way 
in turning the UK program

Hunter education permit 
exemption available July 



A new permit will be available 
July 1 to make it easier for people 
to try hunting. The temporary 
hunter education permit allows a 
person to hunt for one year with- 
out first completing a hunter edu- 
cation course. The permit will be 
available online at fw.ky.gov for 
a $5 fee and is available to both 
Kentucky residents and non-resi- 
dents. 

“License sales have been go- 
ing down over the years, and we 
were looking for a solution to the 
problem,” said Bill Baida, hunter 
education supervisor for the Ken- 
tucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “We want 
people to try hunting, to take ad- 
vantage of Kentucky’s wildlife 
resources.” 

Kentucky’s hunter education 
law requires all license-required 
hunters born on or after Jan. 1, 
1975, to pass a hunter education 
course and carry the course 
completion card when hunting. 
However, hunters who have the 
new permit will be exempt from 
this law for one year from the 
date of purchase. 

“We made the permit effective 
12 months from the date of pur- 
chase, to give hunters an oppor- 
tunity to try all the hunting op- 
portunities Kentucky has to of- 
fer,” Baida said. 

The permit is available only 



one time. Once it expires, hunt- 
ers are no longer exempt and 
must successfully complete a 
hunter education course. Hunters 
who carry the permit must be ac- 
companied by a properly licensed 
adult hunter at least 1 8 years old 
who meets the hunter education 
requirement. The adult must re- 
main in a position to take imme- 
diate control of the exempted 
hunter’s bow or firearm while 
hunting. Adult supervision is also 
required for all hunters under the 
age of 10, and for all firearm deer, 
elk and turkey hunters 15 and 
under. 

“We did not want the accident 
rate to go up,” said Baida. “Texas 
began a similar permit in 2004, 
and there was no increase in 
hunting accidents.” 

Two other hunter education 
changes go into effect July 1. 
Kids do not have to take the 
course until they turn 12 years 
old, instead of the previous age 
of 10. Also, kids cannot take the 
hunter education test until they 
turn nine. During the the year 
window between age nine and 
12, kids have many opportunities 
to take a course. More than 300 
hunter education courses are 
scheduled throughout Kentucky 
each year. Course dates, times 
and locations are posted online
